Your Committee on Automobiles and 
Apparatus submit the following report: 


Bids on cars were received from nine 
local automobile dealers representine the 
following cars—Oldsmobile, Reo, Continen- 
tal, Rockne, Dodge, Terraplane, Ford, 
Chevrolet, and Plymouth. 


The several bids accompany this report 


from which we submit to you that A. W. 
Handy’s proposal to furnish five Fords as 
per specifications for a net difference of 
$1,771.30 is low bid and comes very near 
to amount set up as budget. 


However, your committee did not wish 
to overlook the fact that two very good 
cars are manufactured in Lansing. But 
the amount of money available to equip 
entirely with Reo or Oldsmobile seemed 
to the committee to be impossible unless 
the council could be prevailed upon to 
raise the budget. 


Thinking along this line a suggestion 
was offered to purchase 1 Reo, I Olds, and 
2 Fords in place of 5 cheaper units. In 
this event keeping one of the better units 
which we have on hand. 


Should the latter proposal] meet with your 
approval it will be necessary to ask that 
the budget be raised at Icast seven or eight 
hundred dollars above the present figure of 
$*,500.00, and also in place of $271.30 in- 
crease which would be necessary if A. W.- 
Handy’s bid for five Fords is accepted. 


Should the Board decide that Reo, Old; 
and 2 Fords is the proposal that meets 
with their approval it will be necessary 
for the committee to ask for new bids; 
in which event we request that the Boa~d 
rrant the Committee power to act on nrr- 
chase inasmuch as the present equipment 
is in bad condition and should be replaced 
as early as possible. 


Ycur committee submits these two »re- 
posals and will naturally be guided by the 
will of the Board.
